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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants arguments are directed towards the 
bodily incorporation of Marshall and McCarthy and the piecemeal analysis of McCarthy. Applicants argue that the combination of the 
references would require two cams. This is in fact incorrect. The second cam that the applicant discusses is not necessary for the 
functioning of the cam device the examiner is discussing. It is another electrically operated system.Cam 88 when rotated will move lever 
24. the other "cam" is not needed to accomplish this function.Additionally, the only possibility of requiring two cams for the combination is 
if McCarthy was trying to be bodily incorporated in Marshall. The examiner is not required to meet the standard of bodily incorporation. 
Furthermore, Applicants make numerous arguments about specifics of McCarthy, none of which are required by the applicants broadest 
claim (claim 27). So even assuming examiner were to agree with the totality of these arguments (which he does not) in defining over the 
prior art, the case as currently presented would not be in condition for allowance. . 
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
